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STEP budget cut 
by 50 per cent 


Minister called "short-sighted"

It may be more difficult for stu- 
dents to find jobs this summer as a 
result of the provincial 
government's recent decision to cut 
support for the Summer Temporary 
Employment Program (STEP). 

Ina news release distributed last 
week, Career Development and 
Employment Minister Norm Weiss 
announced that $10 million would 
be set aside for the program this 
summer. Last year, STEP programs 
received $20 million. 

According to Weiss’ executive 
assistant, Carol Shields, the STEP 
budget was cut because “there just 
isn’t enough money.” 

Shields admitted that many stu- 
dents might be adversely affected 
by the budget cuts, but she said 
pointed out that the cuts could have 
been deeper. 

“The program is continuing. It 
has not been eliminated. So students 
can still apply,” she said. 

Shields also defended the cuts by 
pointing out that they reflect the 
government’s “new emphasis on 
training.” 

“The department is trying to get 
away from wage subsidy programs. 
The emphasis is on training,” she 
said. As an example of this new 
focus, she pointed to Skills Alberta, 
a training program for people who 
receive Social Assistance. Such 
programs will encourage more 
people to become productive 
members of the work force, shesaid. 

Despite these arguments, U of A 
Students’ Union president Suresh 
Mustapha was not pleased with the 
government’s decision to scale 
down the STEP program. 

“This is a short-sighted decision. 
It may make the books look good 
next year... but, the long-term costs 
will outweigh the savings.” 

According to Mustapha, it is 


ironic that the government is cut- 
ting summer job programs at the 
same time that it is asking students 
to pay higher tuition fees. He also 
worries that the budget cuts may 
eventually lead to a decline in uni- 
versity accessibility. 

“This may be the straw that 
breaks the camels back... if people 
can’t make the money over the 
summer to pay for their education, 
we nay potentially see fewer stu- 
dents. At the very least, more (stu- 
dents) will be deeply in debt,” he 
said. 

In addition to the hardship that 
students from low income families 
may be forced to endure, Mustapha 
is concerned that cuts to the STEP 
program may eventual hurt 
Alberta’s entire economy. 

“They're forgetting thateducated 
people generate more tax revenue... 
and, there’s the spin-off effects of 
having people in these jobs.” 

At the Legislature, members of 
the Opposition were also critical of 
the cuts to the STEP program. 

New Democrat Labour Critic 
Tom Sigurdson, for example, said 
the cuts demonstrate that the gov- 
ernment is “failing miserably to 
meet the needs of the people of 
Alberta.” 

“This is one of the best examples 
of ideological myopia that I have 
everseen... they’re trying to balance 
the budgeton the backs of students.” 

Sigurdson guessed that Premier 
Don Getty was personally behind 
the cuts. According to Sigurdson, 
Getty is thinking of retiring, but 
worrt until he has been able to in- 
troduce a balanced budget. 

“He wants to have one last hur- 
rah before he leaves office,” said 
Sigurdson, adding that the premier 
shouldn’t force students to suffer in 
order to improve his own failing 
reputation.

Changes to Student Counselling 
Services are on hold for the mo- 
ment while administrators and 
other concerned parties decide on 
how the service should be restruc- 
tured. 

“Things are kind of on hold,” 
said Dr. A. Vander Well, director of 
Student Counselling Services (SCS), 
after a meeting on March 8 with Dr. 
Lois Stanford, vp Student and 
Academic Services, and Dr. Peter 
Meekison, vp Academic. The pro- 
posal will not go to further com- 
-mittees until details are more cer- 
tain. 

Dr. Peter Miller, Dean of Student 
Services, says that “there are too 
many unknowns.” 

“What we’ve got so far is an 
idea.... But it’s only an idea, it has to 
be filled out.” He expects that the 


proposal, presented in the Febru- 
ary 14 budget document, will not 
be implemented this year. 

“Theearliest we would be talking 
about a change would be January 
1992, maybe June 1992.” 

The most important change in- 
volves transferring academic staff 
to other faculties and “seconding” 
them back to SCS for the actual 
provision of counselling. 

Vander Well wants to ensure that 
the staff's “primary and funda- 
mental commitment” is to SCS. If 
staff are in other faculties, he says, 
“the faculties will do the evaluating 
of their work” and commitment to 
SCS will be secondary. 

Vander Well also says that some 
staff are reluctant about changing 
faculties. But he is pleased that SCS 
will have more time to talk about 
the process. 


According to Miller, separating 
the academic and counselling 
functions of SCS will not threaten 
any services presently offered, in- 
cluding crisis management and ca- 
reer and vocational counselling. The 
division would also make budget- 
ing more clear because “you can 
see what you’re spending your 
money on.” At present mostofSCS's 
$1.5 million budget goes to salaries 
for academic staff. 

Neither Vander Well nor Miller 
believe that SCS is in danger of 
disappearing. 

“The place couldn’t function 
withouta counselling service,” says 
Miller. SCS handles 7000 client in- 
terviews per year, and the waiting 
list, according to Miller, is about 
two weeks long. 

Meekison and Stanford were 
unavailable for comment. 
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Lists of rapists removed from 
bathroom walls at U.S. school 


(College Press Service)—Jani- 
tors have scrubbed their way to 
victory over women who were 
leaving lists of men on bathroom 
walls, accusing them of rape. 

The lists have not reappeared 
since winter break, report observers 
at the University of Pennsylvania 
and Brown University in Rhode 
Island. 

Butat least one therapist predicts 
womenat other campuses may start 
similar lists in the future. 

“T think that as publicity about 
this gets out, women at other cam- 
puses may try it,” said Valerie 
Mantecon, a licensed therapist 
specializing in marriage and family 
issues in California. 

In November, students at Brown 
discovered the names of up to 30 
men, grouped under a heading of 
men whocommitted rape, had been 


bathroom. Once custodians erased 
the names, someone wrote them on 
the wall again. 

In December, a group calling it- 
self the Women’s Army posted a 
similar list on the wall of a library 
bathroom at the University of 
Pennsylvania.

No one at either university has 
been caught. 

The lists sparked frantic debate 
about the number of unreported 
rapes that may be committed at 
colleges and about the fairness of 
ruining a man’s reputation by 
identifying him as a rapist.

thors remained anonymous, the 
schools could not takeactionagainst 
them or the accused men. 

However, the authors may have 
been seeking something besides 
revenge, Mantecon said. 

“They may have been trying to 
say ‘I’m not going to be ignored,” 
Manteconsaid. “Itmay havehelped 
their sense of security.” 

It did alert Brown administrators 
to a lot of fear and anger among 
some of their female students. The 
university responded by appointing 
anombudsman to convey women’s 
concerns to the administration, said 
Mark Nickel, director of Brown’s 
news services. 

The lists stopped appearing at 
Brown as soon as the school went 
on winter break, Nickel said.

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Printing Services undergoing restructuring 


final decision about the restructur- 
ing of Printing Services by the end 
of July.

Printing Services is being re- 
structured asa cost-cutting measure 
due to the University’s budget woes. 

At present, the Department of 
Printing Services is the designated 
full service printer or publisher of 
the U of A campus. The depart- 
ment also administers the satellite 
copy centres and the photocopying 
machines across campus. 

Lois Stanford, vp of Student and 
Academic Affairs is currently ex- 
amining a full range of options for 
Printing Services. The “restructur- 
ing” could include anything from 
privatisation to downsizing to clo- 
sure. 

At the conclusion of her study, 
Stanford will make recommenda- 
tions about the future of Printing 
Services to the Board of Governors. 

According to Len Young, Direc- 
tor of Printing Services, by exam- 
ining proposals for restructuring, 
the University is looking for “the 
best way to meet the copying needs 
of the campus community.” 

However, for Anita Moore, 
President of the Non-Academic 
Staff Association (NASA), the re- 
structuring of Printing Services 
could mean layoffs for the 64 non- 


academic staff who work for the 
department. 

Although Stanford has assured 
NASA that they will have an op- 
portunity to voice their concerns, 
Moore is sceptical that NASA will 
have any input before the final de- 
cision about Printing Services is 
made. 

Because NASA does not have 
official representatives on admin- 
istrative committees, including the 
Board of Governors, Moore asks 
“How can you have input into a 
proposal when it is confidential?” 
Due to secrecy guidelines most 
proposals circulated through com- 
mittees are confidential. 

According to Young, Printing 
Services has already submitted its 
recommendations for proposed 
restructuring. Some of the sugges- 
tions include the removal of some 
service duplications. For example, 
some departments offer some of 
the same services as Printing Ser- 
vices. 

Secondly, Young “recommends 
that Printing Services be given a 
strict mandate as to whether we are 
a department or a business** 

According to Young, the admin- 
istration in the past has treated 


Printing Services as either a busi- 
ness or a department, depending 
on what was convenient for them. 

At present, Printing Services is 
an ancillary of the University and 
therefore runs at a break-even or 
cost-recovery basis. This means that 
Printing Services’ capital expendi- 
tures and operating expenses are 
estimated by the University and 
Printing Services bases its prices on 
therecovery of these projected costs. 

Young does not object to the goal 
of restructuring in order to reduce 
costs while providing better service 
to the University community. He 
believes, for example, that if 
downsizing Printing Services by 
adopting current technology will 
improve service, then that is what 
should be done. 

According to Moore, NASA has 
suggested to the administration that 
before making any final decisions 
about Printing Services, they should 
conduct a comprehensive survey 
across campus. 

This questionnaire, suggests 
Moore, could ask departments 
which services they get from 
Printing Services and which they 
get off campus and why. 

According to Moore, with sucha 


survey, Stanford would beinamuch 
better position to evaluate the cam- 
pus copying and printing needs.

Move fo protect homosexuals

Proposed changes in University 
legislation may lead to greater 
protection for gays and lesbians at 
the U of A. 

Gays and Lesbians on Campus 
(GALOC) see it as a positive step in 
recognizing them as equal people 
on campus, but say it is the first 
concrete sign that the University 
has done anything to protect gay 
and lesbian rights. 

The first proposal is an Equity 
Statement which would beincluded 
in the U of A constitution. It would 
protect the rights of faculty, staff 
and students on the basis of sexual 
orientation, as well as factors such 
as gender or religion. 

The statement will be discussed 
in the next three to four months at 
several University committees. 
However, administrators are un- 
sure of when it will come to the 
General Faculties Council. 

Lois Stanford, vp Student and 
Academic Services, hopes that by 
this coming calendar year the 
statement willbein place. Sheadded 
that although the U of A’s record 
could be better in protecting the 
rights of gays and lesbians, she be- 
lieves that the University asa whole 
has always acted as if legislation 
has existed. 


“Tt is important to have (a state- 
ment) in writing...just because a 
community has always acted a 
certain way doesn’t mean that they 
will always behave the same way.” 

Thesecond proposal, anaddition 
in the Code of Student Behavior, is 
on the agenda for the next GFC 
executive meeting in March. 

Nola Etkin,amemberofGALOC, 
is happy that both proposals are 
finally being looked at by the Uni- 
versity. She pointed to submissions 
and recommendations that GALOC 
had made to the President’s Com- 
mission on Equality and Respect on 
Campus last summer as one reason 
action is being taken. The Com- 
mission had been set upin response 
to events on campus last winter 
(1989-90) which many people felt 
were discriminatory. 

Stanford agrees that the 
Commission’s report was valuable 
in these changes, but also pointed 
out that the Equity Statement had 
first been proposed in 1988. 

Fran Trehearne, from the U of A 
Human Rights Office, believes that 
although he thinks the current 
Employment Statement would 
work in a case of discrimination 
against a staff member, an Equity 
Statement would be better as it 
would insure that groups are spe-

cifically mentioned. The Employ- 
ment Statement, Trehearne pointed 
out, judges employees by meritand 
could therefore protect staff who 
were fired for irrelevant reasons. 

Trehearne also sees the need for 
the amendment to the Code. 

“At the Commission, it became 
clear that the Code of Student Be- 
havior wasn’t clear about the pro- 
tection it did offer to groups or in- 
dividuals. The Code helps to define 
what the minimal standards be- 
tween students will be, as well with 
the University. 

“The particular concern here was, 
as GALOC outlined in their sub- 
mission, the kind of treatment and 
abuse they received. As a result, it 
was recommended that a specific 
statement be put in the Code,” said 
Trehearne. 

Etkin believes that the Code will 
makea big difference as it provides 
a way to discipline groups if they 
hurtor harass gay or lesbian people. 
However,she hopes thatinaddition 
to this, spousal benefits are ex- 
tended to gay or lesbian faculty and 
staff. She pointed to universities 
across the country_where these 
benefits occur. Stanford and 
Trehearnealsoagreed that thisissue 
must be addressed.

People will continue to die 
needlessly if the heterosexual 
community does not accept more 
responsibility for the spread of 
AIDS, said two speakers atan AIDS 
forumsponsored by the U of A Peer 
Health Educators Tuesday. 

According to Dana King and 
Linda Rowe from the Persons Liv- 
ing With HIV Society, the spread of 
AIDS can only be stopped if both 
gays and straights start practicing 
safe sex. So far, gays and lesbians 
have accepted this argument, but 
King and Rowe worry that many 
heterosexualsarestill being careless. 

“We have to lookat the gay mens’ 
community and commend them for 
the job they have done in practicing 
safer sex. But, more has to be done 
to stop the spread of AIDS in other

communities,” said Rowe. 

To illustrate her point, Rowe 
pointed out that AIDS is spreading 
at a much faster rate in the hetero- 
sexual community than in the gay 
community. According to statistics 
for Alberta, the number of gay men 
with AIDS is doubling every 16 
months, while the number of het- 
erosexual women with AIDS is 
doubling every 7 months. This 
shows that the heterosexual com- 
munity has more to learn about 
AIDS, said Rowe. 

Rowe also argued that the num- 
ber of reported AIDS cases in 
Alberta might be misleading. 

“We estimate that there are at 
least 20 times the number of people 
infected than has been reported.” 

With this in mind, King encour- 
aged people in high risk groups to

Today is the second annual Blue Jean Day during which students at 
the U of A are invited to wear blue jeans to indicate their support for 
the legal rights of homosexuals. Some of you may be supportive of this 
initiative. Some of you may consider yourselves unwitting accomplices 
inaclever propaganda campaign that appropriates thestudentuniform. 
Some of you may be thinking something quite different. 

If you look around, you will notice that some of your fellows, 
normally not seen in anything but blue jeans, are attired much more 
formally than they would be on any other school day.

lam angered by demonstrations of homophobia certainly, but more 
difficult for me personally is the fact I can be profoundly saddened. 
Anger is an activating emotion; sadness invites entropy. 

Gays and lesbians are not asking you to invite persons of the same 
genderinto your bed. They areasking to be given thesame consideration 
given anyone else when seeking employment, a place to live, or the 
opportunity to demonstrate love toward the person of their choice: an 
opportunity to pursue happiness. Why is this so wrong? 

I wasina bar once witha friend who was dragged out on to the street 
by four young men, one of whom was removing a belt made out of a 
motorcycle chain. Having elicited a confession of homosexuality from 
my friend, they were preparing to beat the shit out of him. For kicks. 

Have you ever been beaten for preferring women—if you are a 
man—or men—if you are a woman? Doesn’t the prospect of such an 
event seem beyond consideration? It is not rational. 

This kind of violence is only the grossest expression of homophobia. 
The usual expression is more subtle. 

The issues presented by GALOC during this week are not really 
“gay” issues, they are human issues—issues of common humanity. If 
you feel personally affronted by their tactics, recognize them for 
pedagogical tools. If you are offended by blue jeans and posters 
publicizing the statistical average of homosexuals in your faculty, 
consider how painful it must be to be gay and awaken to an article in 
your daily newspaper that someone you know has been hospitalized 
because someone else thought they misdirected their affections. It 
cannot hurt you to open your heart to the possibility that there is 
nothing to condemn—or forgive. But there remains acceptance.

The right of the PCs over the 
past fifteen years has seen the 
disintegration ofits leadership. 
Take the 1976 leadership con- 
vention, for example. There, 
four ultra-conservatives had 
as good a chance of being 
leader as the winner Joe Clark 
now. And whereare they now? 
Claude Wagner vanished into 
the senate and died; Sinclair 
Stevens was disgraced in a 
conflict of interest scandal; 
Paul Hellyer drifted back to 
the liberal party; and Jack 
Horner (whose leadership 
campaign was supported by 
none other than our beloved 
premier) joined the liberal 
party in one of the most in- 
credible (and incompetent) 
acts of opportunism the coun- 
try has ever witnessed. 

And what about the 1983 
convention? None of theright- 
wing candidates hada chance. 
Their second choice, John 
Crosbie, has been virtually 
invisible for years.

The second is that 
Quebec cannot at all be satis- 
fied within Confederation, but 
everything will be nice once 
she achieves independence. 
And then there is the Reform 
party position which says that 
if Quebec stays in Canada, the 
French language should be as 
insultingly treated as possible; 
and that if Quebec leaves it 
should be partitioned and 
blockaded against. This is a 
consistency of a sort, I sup- 
pose. 

Last year or so one of the 
evangelist groups on campus 
published a pamphlet which 
argued that many of this 
century’s intellectuals were 
Christians.

The rally to the legislature on 
Friday, March 1 did not “[reflect] 
poorly on the students of this.in- 
stitution,” the rhetoric-laden as- 
sertions of Mr. McLean not with- 
standing. Indeed, I consider Mr. 
McLean’s assessment of the 
protest’s effectiveness completely 
fallacious and particularly inap- 
propriate. 

To begin with, he laments the 
affinity thestudent protesthad with 
local labour unions and the Alberta 
Federation of Labour, going so far 
as to say that the message of the 
students was “compromised” as a 
result of association with these 
groups. Howridiculous yousound, 
Mr. McLean! That students might 
chose to ally themselves with orga- 
nizations that struggle for such 
commendable objectives as safe 
working conditions, sufficient 
wages for labour, and better edu- 
cation standards is alltogether 
positive. What could be more 
beneficial for the students’ cause 
than widespread support for a 
problem of fundamental impor- 
tance which affects the whole of 
society in so many ways? 

Yet, Mr. McLean, despite having 
some exposure, I would assume, to 
learning that challenges one to go 
beyond stereotypes and common 
misconceptions, feels compelled to 
engage in proverbial nonsense and 
attempts to perpetuate anachro- 
nistic falsehoods about labour 
unions. He not only posits that the 
labour movement is some great 
evil, disdained by everyone, but 
also that all students should be as 
outraged as he that these groups 


managed to infiltrate the rally and 
compromised its effectiveness as a 
result. 

On the contrary, I contend that 
the presence of labour groups both 
in the stages of organization and 
execution of the protest added 
greatly to the overall success of the 
rally. Credit is also due, however, 
tothe GSA, the Non-Academic Staff 
Association, and various members 
of the SU, who all worked ex- 
tremely hard to ensure the 
completion of a very essential 
demonstration. The only “bad 
light” cast on the event came from 
particular members of the Young 
Progressive Conservatives, who 
stood in the sidelines and shouted 
down fellow students for their 
audacity to question government 
priorities.

Most of the movies I have seen this year 
have a common theme of good versus evil. 
This theme is settled with a conflict on the 
streets, in the skies, on the oceans, or in the 
courtrooms. Class Action is a courtroom 
drama with a twist, where the two combat- 
ants, lawyers, also happen to be father and 
daughter. 

Gene Hackman stars as Jedidiah Ward, a 
legendary civil liberties lawyer who defends 
victims unjustly harmed by money grubbing 
corporations and the state. Mary Elizabeth 
Mastrantonio (seen in The Abyss and The Color 
of Money) plays Margaret Ward, the quint- 
essential young lawyer, employed by a 
prestigious San Francisco law firm and 
daughter of Jedediah. 

Naturally, the conflict is between the two 
lawyers working on different sides over a 
class action lawsuit. Jedediah’s client has 
suffered severe burns and the loss of his wife 


and child from a car accident when the ve- 
hicle exploded after it was hit from behind. 
Margaret is defending the rich and nasty car 
manufacturer, with the promise that if she 
wins the case, she will become the youngest 
partner in the history of the law firm. But the 
conflict is not confined to the courtroom. 

Margaretaccuses Jedediah of using people 
onhis way to fame and of being a poor father 
who was never there for her. She also holds 
a grudge for his affair with his wife’s best 
friend, Margaret’s role model, and for the 
hurt caused her mother Estelle (Joanne 
Merlin from Mystic Pizza). Margaret makes 
every attempt to be the complete the oppo- 
site of her father, while also trying to beat 
him at hisown game. Onceitis clear that the 
two Wards will be battling it out in court, 
Estelle dies, and the last frail line of com- 
munication between father and daughter is 
severed. 

As the trial nears, Margaret discovers 
overwhelming evidence that proves the guilt 
of the car manufacturer but the documents 
are destroyed by her lover and boss (Colin 
Friels, the corporate bad guy in Darkman). 
Margaret is faced with playing it dirty in 


order to win her case, save her relationship, 
and become a partner in the law firm, or to 
do the right thing. 

The biggest disappointment in the movie 

is that not enough action takes place in the 
courtroom and the little that does is short of 
spectacular. The conflict between father and 
daughter is cluttered with all the other 
complications and the solution to the di- 
lemma is really quite poor. Hackman is 
brilliant as the charismatic lawyer and as the 
father trying to restore his relationship with 
his daughter. Mastrantonio is convincing as 
the ambitious, young, and razor sharp 
counsellor. Good performances are also 
given by Joanna Merling, and Jonathan 
Silverman (Weekend at Bernie’s and Brighton 
Beach Memoirs). 
. Director Michael Apted, whose credits 
include Coal Miner's Daughter, Gorky Park,and 
Gorillas in the Mist does a fair job of con- 
trasting the conservative old money of San 
Francisco with its more bohemian elements. 
It seems almost impossible to give Gene 
Hackman a bad review, so I will carefully 
recommend the movie and let justice be 
served at the box office.

Comedy West, the newest comedy venue 
inEdmonton (Whyte Avenueand 105 Street) 
is a pleasant addition to Edmonton’s theatre 
scene.

The soap opera, set in the bizarre Peaceful 
Pines (a clinic for the disturbed) on the lip of 
Cold Lake, is about as absurd a setting as 
you'll find and the actors seem to relish in 
the fact that this is what wacked-out comedy 
should be. 

The cast includes a calculating nurse who 
holds weird encounter sessions; a hockey 
player with an unorthodox style of dialing 
phones; the wolf-girl with a penchant for 
sticking everything in between her jowls; a 
rock star who needs either his Rothman’s or 
a Guess Who enema; a housewife who has a 
lint obsession; and last, but not least, a doc- 
tor who seems to be able to take all of the 
above and orchestrate it into the goofiest 


chapstick humour you’ve seen in a while. If 
you think I’m waxing loudly on the comedic 
talents of the doctor, well, you're right. 
Played by Dana Anderson, formerly of Sec- 
ond City in Toronto and Los Angeles, the 
doctor is an absolute treat. He has a jocose 
recklessness that you have to experience 
and he most definitely serves as the catalyst 
for the entire troupe. 

Soap on the Wagon plays Saturdays at 11:30 
and is a fine alternative to the funk-junk 
repetitiveness we all know too well as the 
“bar scene.” If you've got extra coin in your 
pocket this weekend, stop in: Soap on the 
Wagon is the kind of hilarious “live” enter- 
tainment we should all support.

This transplanted 
Australian group (they have been based in 
Britain for some time) has been described by 
Melody Maker as “one of the great literate 
bands of the ’80s”. But my grief was molli- 
fied somewhat when I received this compi- 
lation of 22 their bestsongs—analbum which 
captures the essence of their sound, narrates 
their musical development, and treats you 
to hours of good music all at the same time. 

The band has had various members in its 
line-up (Lindy Morrison on drums, Robert 
Vickers and John Willsteed on bass, Amanda 
Brown on violin, oboe and vocals), but the 
band’s nucleus (Robert Forster and Grant 
McLennan) has remained constant, and it 
has been Forster and McLennan who are 
behind this band’s consistent genius. Their 
style is adventurous—especially in the lyr- 
ics. They are the works of people who are 
excited by the world, who are attracted and 
yet horrified by the things they see around 
them. The subjects are things that you rarely 
hear about in modern music—the “Clark 
Sisters” depicts the plight of the elderly, yet 
the song’s protagonists are touchingly ap- 
pealing. The lyrics havea dexterity of thought 
and word that also stands out—in “Draining 
the Pool for You” the servant sees the flaws 
in the lives of his masters when he sees the 
cracks in their pool—the lives of the wealthy, 
however extravagant, hold no more happi- 
ness than anyone else’s. The melodies and 
choice of instruments also has enough 
variation and richness to avoid ennuie, and

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wonders how the eastern teams 
will fair this year, as their scores 
indicate a vast improvement over 
1989-90. 

"I think the eastern teams this 
year will be stronger than last year. 
There are a lot of familiar names 
but the scores are a lot higher. It's 
tough to tell, though, because in 
the pasta lot of eastern scores have 
been inflated."

but sending a team of a half dozen 
provides Alberta with a shot at 
placing high nationally. 

“Tt helps to have six guys at the 
National Championships because 
they only count top three in each 
event. It allows for some mistakes 
and still coming out on top,” 
Dunford said. 

On top, however, may not be 
where the Alberta squad windsup. 
Dunford realizes that his Bears are 
yet a young bunch and does not 
foresee any upset in the making, 
especially against the likes of the 
University of Calgary Dinosaurs 
and the York University Yeomen.

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90-91 V-ball Bears 
spiked by injuries

The official end to the University 
of Alberta Golden Bear volleyball 
season has long passed, but now is 
the time to look backand reconsider 
the accomplishments and the 
downfalls of the past season. The 
Bears broke camp in the fall with, 
on paper at least, a very strong 
roster. At that early point in the 
season, however, head coach Pierre 
Baudinand his players would have 
no idea of the hardships of injury 
that lay ahead. 

Returning to the Bear line-up was 
team leader Dean Kakoschke, Todd 
Sommerfeld, Olivier Semonis, and 
Joel Kern, who make up Baudin’s 
bread and butter players. A fine 
crew of rookies also graced the Bear 
roster at the beginning of the year. 
These rookies were Greg Hansen 
and Shane Voinorosky. Jeff 
Lerbekmo and Tim Thompson 
were first year Bears who were to 
find themselves in key roles as the 
season would progress. 

Included in the list of returnees 
were veteran setter Jordan Herget, 
Dave Hansen, Jason Shenkariuk, 
and Dave Mckeage. With this tal- 
ented group of players onthe team, 
Baudin said that he “probably 
couldn’t pick a better twelve.” 
Baudin was optimistic that his team 
could equal last year’s accom- 
plishments by reaching the Na- 
tional Finals, but at the same time 
he believed that they would do 
better than just making it there. 
Unfortunately for Baudin and the 
Bears, a long difficult year was all 
that was in the waiting. 

The Bear season began Novem- 
ber 9th as they travelled to Saska- 
toon to battle the always difficult 
Huskies. A 2-0 setback was how 
the Bears unsuccessfully returned 
to Edmonton with Baudin and his 
coaching staffalready realizing that 
early on in the season, the squad 
lacked the killer instinct. 

“I don’t know if there is the fear 
of losing,” Baudin said. 

On November 16th, the Bears 
welcomed the lowly Victoria Vi- 
kings to town. The Vikes were last 
place finishers in Canada West last 
year, and with no returning play- 
ers, more of thesame was expected. 
The Bears swept the Vikings 2-0 in 
an easy weekend in which Baudin 


had thechance to worksome young 
faces into the line-up. Baudin saw 
this as a positive, for if the young- 
sters would beneeded in the future, 
“they would be ready.” 

As it turned out for the Bears, at 
least one of their first year players 
would be needed immediately. 
Starting setter Jordan Herget suf- 
fered a broken scaphoid and the 
Bears turned to first year player 
Tim Thompson to fill Herget’s 
shoes. 

The weekend of November 23, 
the Bear task was to take on the 
U.B.C. Thunderbirds in Vancouver. 
The Bears earned a split against the 
‘Birds with Thompson stepping in 
and doing a nice job. The Bear 
record was even at 3-3, and head- 
ing into the Christmas break, 
Baudin was not unhappy. 

The Bears returned from a Eu- 
ropean volleyball tour over the 
holidays richer in life experiences, 
but poorer in the manpower de- 
partment. While setter Greig 
Johnson joined the team as 
Thompsons back-up, starting right 
side player Joel Kern injured him- 
self while pretending he was equal 
to the likes of Alberto Tomba on 
the Alps of Switzerland. 

As if the loss of Kern to injury 
was not demoralizing enough, the 
news that their program had been 
“targeted for deletion” by the De- 
partment of Athletics did not help 
matters any. 

With this bad news, the Bears 
had to concentrate on the second 
half of their seasonand their playoff 
drive. It got underway at home on 
January 18th versus the Calgary 
Dinosaurs. In a very tough week- 
end series the Bears could not 
capitalize on their opportunities, 
and as a result were swept. The 
Bears dropped to 3-5, but consid- 
ering their injuries, they were 
hanging in about as well as could 
be expected. 

For the weekend matches versus 
the Thunderbirds at home in late 
January where a split was the 
minimum requirementto stay alive 
for a chance at the playoffs, more 
bad newsarrived. Dean Kakoschke 
had extracted a case of the Chicken 
Pox. Even though the Bears did 
look more like an infirmary than a 
volleyball team, they did split 
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The University of Calgary Di-

against U.B.C., and thus their play- 
off hopes were still alive. 

The Vikings were the team that 
awaited the Bears Alberta would 
have helped their playoff chances, 
but a surprising Victoria squad 
managed to earna split against the 
wounded Bears. Their last gasp 
shot at the post-season was in the 
form of a necessary sweep of their 
February 15th and 16th matches 
against Saskatchewan 3-0, 3-0. 

With only asplitat home against 
the Huskies, the Bear season came 
toasureend. Even with Kakoschke 
back in the line-up, the Bears were 
justnot strong enough to overcome 
the immense odds that were 
stacked against them. The injuries 
that plagued them all year finally 
put down an unhappy Bear unit. 
The Bears finished their year Feb- 
ruary 22nd in Calgary in a mean- 
ingless weekend in which they 
were swept by the Dinosaurs. 

A bitter year to be sure for the 
Bears, but Baudin was, nonetheless, 
optimistic. 

“With just a little bit of help this 
6-10 team could have been 10-6.” If 
theinjury bug was notso ferocious, 
a consistent line-up could have 
been the result. This could have 
made for an entirely different sea- 
son. 

Also in the midst of this trying 
year for the Bears was the contin- 
ued strong play of Sommerfeld, 
Kakoschke(when he was healthy), 
and Olivier Semonis. The later two 
players were named to the Canada 
West first All-Star team. 

It will be a tough summer for 
these players who expected a bet- 
ter fate for this past year. If things 
go even a little bit better for the 
Bears next year in terms of avoid- 
ing injury, a healthy team consist- 
ing of some great players could 
mean volleyball excellence. Thus 
far, the Bears have been close, but 
that excellence has just managed to 
elude Baudin and the U. of A..

Des histoires d’un 
nombre infini sont racontées dans |’histoire 
au sujet des arréts de guerres, des animaux 
chavirant, des gens emportés dans un autre 
monde comme sila totalité fut un voyage dans 
une autre dimension. Ces gens font des 
pélerinages aux endroits ow les éclipses sont 
prévues. En avouant leur obsession, ils

Gold Key Recognition Awards: 


The Students’ Union Gold Key Award was created by Students' Union President Tevie Miller in 1950 and was intended to recognize the best on campus - those who 
contributed most to making the University of Alberta a better place - for their outstanding work in extra curricular activities. This honor was bestowed upon those 
people who had contributed greatly to campus functions and by so doing, to form a group related to all campus organizations for the main purpose of entertaining 
visitors to our university, thus eliminating the need for a social directorate. 


The Golden Key Society lapsed in 1970 and was revived in 1990 to recognize the large number of people who have contributed to campus life. 


All member of the 


University Campus Community are eligible for the awards with the exception of the Students' Union Executive. 
The Students' Union Awards Committee shall have the discretion to award a number of Gold Key Recognition Awards in the following categories: student government; 


volunteer activities; student organizations; student 
To be eligible for this award, a candidate must: 
1. be nominated or submit an application; 
2. not have previously received this award. 


services; community recognition. 


Students’ Union Award for 


Excellence: 


To be eligible for the Award For Excellence, the same rules of eligibility apply, with the following additional criteria: 
1. Applicants must be in the graduating year of their most recent degree programme; 
2. Applicants must have a minimum GPA of 7.5 in ten full courses, or their equivalent, taken within the previous 


two years. 


Each year, the Students’ Union shall award a student with a gold medal for excellence in curricular and non-curricu- 
lar activities while at the University of Alberta. The student will also be awarded one thousand dollars by the Students’ 


Union. 


Lorne Calhoun Memorial Award: 


To qualify for this award, a candidate must: 


1. Have been an active member in a University of Alberta club and/or faculty association; 


2. Not have previously received this award. 


This award is meant to perpetuate the memory of Lorne Calhoun, B.A., a student at the University of Alberta from 1946 
until his death in 1951. In considering applications for this award, the record of Lorne Calhoun shall be considered. Mr. 
Calhoun was active in debating, a member of the International Relations Club, Chairman of the Alberta Committee of 
International Student Services and an executive member of the Political Science Club. 


Maime Shaw Simpson Book Prize: 


To qualify for this award, a candidate must: 
1. Have made a an outstanding contribution to campus life through hard work and leadership; 
2. Demonstrate outstanding contribution to the advancement of women on this campus. 
This award is to perpetuate the memory of MaimeShaw Simpson. Maime Shaw Simpson was was the first dean of women 
at the University of Alberta. 
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Walter A. Dinwoodie Award: 


To qualify for this award, a candidate must; 
1. Have made an outstanding contribution to student life through active volunteer work for a public service club 
registered with the Students’ Union and or a Students’ Union Service. 
2. Persons who receive a salary, honorarium, or any other monetary remuneration for their work in the above 
organizations shall not be eligible. 
This award is to perpetuate the memory of Walter A. Dinwoodie, permanent business manager of the Students’ Union 
from 1949-1962. 


Eugene L. Brody Award: 
To qualify for this award, a candidate must: 


1. have a satisfactory Grade Point Average within the academic year in which the award is presented. (However, 
academic standing shall be a consideration in determining the winner.) 
2. have made a valuable contribution in extra-curricular campus activities. 

This award is to perpetuate the memory of Eugene L. Brody, B.A., B.Sc., a student at the university of 
Alberta for twenty-three years who had cerebral palsy and was able to make an outstanding contributions 
in extra-curricular activities. Eugene Brody's contributions were made with a strong personal philosophy, 
"To have a full life, one has to struggle every step of the way." 


Anne Louise Mundell Humanitarian 
Award: 


To qualify for this award, a candidate must: 
1. Be involved in charity / volunteer work; 
2. Be an active member of a club contributing to the development of the arts and culture on campus. 
This award is meant to perpetuate the memory of Anne Louise Mundell, a student at the University of Alberta 
from 1915 to 1919. Her activities at the University of Alberta included the Dramatic Society, the Literary 
Society, the Soldiers’ Comfort Club and the Wauneita Society. 


Dr. Randy Gregg Athletics Award: 


To qualify for this award, a candidate must: 
1. Be involved in athletics; 
2. Demonstrate strong leadership skills; 
3. Contribute to student life at the University of Alberta. 

Dr. Randy Gregg was a student at the University of Alberta from 1972 to 1980, receiving a Bachelor of 
Science and a Doctor of Medicine degree. He was a key player on the Golden Bears Hockey team and, as captain 
in 1979, lead the team to National Championship. Dr. Gregg represented Canada as a member of the hockey 
team in the 1980 Winter Olympic Games, and went on to join the Edmonton Oilers in 1983. 


Tevie Miller Involvement Award: 


To qualify for this award, a student must: 
1. Be an active member of a club or association at the University of Alberta; 
2. Demonstrate leadership skills. 
3. The candidate must not receive a salary or honorarium from the said club o association. 

The Tevie Miller Involvement Award was established to recognize the outstanding commitment and 
dedication of the Honorable Associate Chief Justice Tevie H. Miller. Justice Miller was a Students' Union 
President. Subsequent to convocation, Justice Miller continued his involvement as President of the Alumni 
Association, and in 1980 was elected as a member of the University Senate. In 1986, Tevie Miller was elected 
as Chancellor of the University of Alberta. 


: Hilda Wilson Volunteer Recognition 
Award: 
To qualify for this award, a candidate must; 


1. Be a volunteer member of the Students' Union at the University of Alberta or a community service organization; 
2. Demonstrate a sincere dedication to others. 

The Hilda Wilson Memorial Volunteer Recognition Award was established to recognize qualities of congeniality and 
humanitarian dedication. At age 57, Hilda Wilson entered the Faculty of Law after two years in the Faculty of Arts at 
the University of Alberta. Unsurpasser in her dedication to here fellow students, Hildas's enthusiasm and energetic 
confidence as a volunteer endeared her to many. 


Charles S. Noble Award for Student Leadership: 


The purpose of this award is to recognize post-secondary students demonstrating outstanding dedication and leadership to fellow students and to their community. 
To be eligible for the award, a candidate must: 

1. Be an Alberta resident as defined by the Alberta Heritage Scholarship Fund Regulations. 

2. Be enrolled in a minimum of the full courses at a designed post-secondary institution in Alberta in the year of nomination. 

3. Display commitment in one or more of the following area: 


- student government 
- student societies, clubs or organizations. (in addition, candidates may exhibit active involvement in either: Student organizations at the provincial or 


national level; or, in non-profit community organizations)
